flew Bcar'e Custom* ot Various 
nations.

During many centuries each nation 
had a fixed time for the beginning of 
the year, but without agreement, 
until in a comparatively recent peri- 
od. With the Chinese and Indian 
races it begins on the first of March; 
with the Persians in June. The 
Eygptians observed it in early an- 
tuiun, the day the dog stars first 
appeared. The Jews had, aud still 
observe, a sacred*and civil year, with 
varying dates for special days. The 
Romans observed the same custom. 
The Anglo-Saxons connected Christ- 
mas with the year, making it a dou- 
ble festival. The Chinese celebrate 
their new year early iu February, 
dating it by the moon; the festival 
lasts a month and is ushered in by 
the beating of drums and firing of 
crackers; the houses' are decorated 
with fiags, banners and lanterns. 
The people worship their gods in 
glass houses, look solemn, shake 
hands with themselves aud say 
"gang he fat fat," which is similar 
to our happy New Year. We must 
honor them at least for one trait — 
honesty. If a Chinaman doe 
gay all his debts and stand square 
with the world on New Year's day 
he is looked upon as unworthy the 
friendship of a Chinese gentleman. 
The Druids observed New Year's dav 
by the ceremonies; while the northern 
Saxons made it a great festival with 
feasting, merry making and exchange 
of gifts. 

ROMANS SACRIFICK TO JANUS 

The Romans made sacrifices to 
Janus on their" New Year, and foster- 
ed the idea that words, deeds, and 
even thoughts, should be pure and 
worthy, for the reason that the in- 
fluence of such would be a good 
omen all the year. They also on 
this clay made a beginning of their 
prospective work during the year. 
The tradesman would do a little busi 
ness, the author add a few lines to 
his poem or book, while the consul 
entered upou his duties on New 
Year. Not only was it a day of 
good omens, but one for the bestow- 
al of gifts, and it is said these gifts 
often played au important part ill 
the income of the emperor. Twelfth 
night, Epiphany, was regarded as 
the anniversary of the visit of the 
"Three Kings" to the manger of 
Christ. Of course there is a legend 
connected with this, it runs thus: 
Befina was a housewife like Martha 
of the Biblical story, and when the 
three men with gifts sought the in- 
fant Jesus — 

'Three caskets they bore on their saddle 

bows, 
Three caskets of gold with golden k 
Their robes were off crimson silk— with 

rows 
( )t l>clls and pomegranates and furbelows. 
Their turbans like blossoming almond 

trees." 

Befina was called by her com- 
panions to view this gorgeous caval- 



cade. Here she missed the op- 
portunity of her life, for she refused 
to be interrupted in her work: 
brandishing her broom she cried, 
"I'll see them when they come 
back." After laving their gift at 
the Christ child's feet, 

"The kings rode out of the city's gate, 

With a clatter of hoofs in proud array; 

But they went not back to Herod the 

Great, 

For they knew his malice and feared 

his hate, 

And returned to their homes another way." 

Poor, sad Befina spends her time, 
broom in hand, waiting for the 
glimpse of glory that has forever 
passed by. She is represented as 
an old hag, and takes the place of 
Santa Claus; her mission is to warn 
children of the sin of disobedience, 
sending them rods tied to represent 
a broom, or bags of ashes in which 
are notes of proof as warning. 
Each year there is a carnival held to 
her memory. The streets are filled 
with tooths, where all things that 
children like are sold; candles, 
lamp* and lanterns occupy every 
available place. The main object 
seems to be noise and every device 
is used to accomplish it. There is 
no drinking, just jollity aud pure 
unadulterated noise, until morning, 
when the New Year may be said to 
have been appropriately ushered in. 

NKW YEAR IN GRBBCB. 

A New Year celebration among the 
Greeks, includes all of the churches : 
Russians, Bulgarians, etc. Christ- 
mas is a holy day, but not a holiday. 
New Year takes its place as a 
time of gifts, frolics and family ga- 
therings. The women usually give 
presents of beautiful embroiderie, 
their own handwork; the father of 
a family, however poor, must give 
his wife and each child a gift of 
money. 

The children's money is placed iu 
small, earthen jars and kept, so that 
when they are grown, there is a neat 
sum for their start in life. The gen- 
tlemen of the wealthiest class make 
New Year's calls aud bestow gifts on 
their fair friends, who return the 
compliment; Ihe caller is offered 
sweetmeats, a glass of water, or cup 
of Turkish coffee, but no wiue or 
liquor. As he departs he will find 
the servants gathered to receive 
their gift. This is repeated at every 
louse he calls, and custom obliges 
him to call on all his friends or for- 
feit their esteem. The children are 
given cheap toys, etc. Watch night 
is kept, and on the return from the 
church, the father breaks a pome- 
granate and throws it on the floor to 
insure good health and prosperity. 

This was following by a feast of 
all kinds of nuts, raisins, candied 
fruits, figs and dates; nutshells are 
thrown iu the corners of the room to 
blind the evil oue. Each one must 
eat of every article on the table. 

At night they have an Immense 
cake in which are two coins of gold, 
silver or copper, aud each oue re 
ceives a piece The ones drawing the 
coins are elected king and queen of 
the feast and are crowned with 
much ceremony. The young girls 
bite off a piece of this cake, wrap it 
in blue paper, put it under their 
pillow and dream of their future 
husbands. 

TUB ANCIBNT GERMANS. 

In ancient times the Germans 
believed in a God who brought light 
and warmth into the world each 
year, overcoming the darkness and 
cold of winter A great boufire 
annually typifies this A huge pile 
of firewood is placed in the market 
square; the people gather, bringing 
with them all they wish to cast away 
before the new year The maidens 
bring their love letters with broken 
promises; the young men bring bits 
of ribbon, gloves, etc , because they 
have newer affairs of the heart 
Bottles are cast away, pipes where 
the owners prefer cigars, etc. A 
little before midnight the square Is 
thronged, the bonfire lighted and 
the young men dance around it. 
After a while the crowd disperse 
with the crv "Health to the New 
Yeai 

In England the day was observed 
with gift giving The presents to 
women were usually gloves and pins. 
Pins were not invented until the 
Fourteenth Century; previous to that 
time sticks, skewers, etc., were very 
expensive and highly prized by wo- 
men. Dealers were not allowed to 
sell to the general public, expect 
upon the ist and 2d of January. 
Prom this practice the allowance of 



money given a wife for personal ex- 
penditure was called " pin money." 

LET THB OLD OUT ; L.BT IN THE NEW. 

Another custom was as the clock 
struck midnight, the west door was 
opened to let the Oid Year out, and 
the east door to let the New Year in 
with formality. The first New 
Year's celebration on this continent 
was in honor of Columbus and his 
men. It occurred on the Island of 
Hayti, near Cape Haytien. On 
Christmas Eve the flagship Santa 
Marie went aground off Cape Hay- 
tien. 

The natives were very kind to 
these unknown people, whom they 
imagined came from the sky. Later 
they made a great feast in their 
honor; this consisted of many un- 
known dishes, among which was 
bread of corn, also cassava, stewed 
parrotes, pepper pods and many 
strange fruits, guavas, pineapples 
and custard apples; as a finale 
cigars were offered, the first ever 
seen by the Europeans, who, how- 
ever, could not be indueed to try 
them. 

Ringing the bells to usher the old 
year out and the new year in, is a 
common custom in Europe and the 
United States. In many of the 
churches impressive services are held 
at midnight. The old Dutch custom 
of making New Year's calls prevailed 
long in New York, and was adopted 
in other parts of the country. In 
an early day this custom was rigidly 
observed and at each house refresh- 
ments were served; later it became a 
farce, as far as hospitality and 
friendly greetings were concerned; 
so it gradually lost its prestige and 
became a custom more honored in 
the breach than observance. But 
the spirit of the day still remains — 
the serious thoughts which it 
annually brings with the passing 
years — the hopes and aspirations 
for better living — the laying 
aside of our perplexities and rancors 
—the loving wishes of our friends, 
tried aud true, and the making of 
new friends. Tennyson says : 

"There's a new foot on the floor, my 

friend, 
There's a new face at the door, by friend, 
A new face at the door — " 

Again : 

" Ring out the old, ring in the new, 
Ring happy bells across the snow. 
The year is going, let him go ; 

Ring out the false, ring in the true. 

Ring iu the valiant man and free ;

A Talented Deaf Girl. 

The San Francisco Chronicle of 
Sept. 4th had an interesting article 
of some length ou "Girl Conquers 
Career Under Disadvantages." 
The girl referred to is Miss Edwina 
Dupie Devendoif. She attended 
this school in 18 91, from January 
to Jtine and again during the whole 
term of 1902-3. She is an adept 
at lip-reading and her speech is 
very good. Her talent foi paint- 
ing aud sculpture became apparent 
an early age Liter she euteied the 
California School of Arts and Crafts 
at Berkeley, she graduated iu 1912 
With her mother, she went abroad 
to Brussels after her graduation to 
take up an advanced course, llei 
ability impressed Cbartea Samuel, 
the Belgian sculptor, and he allow- 
ed her to become his only pupil. 
After ten months of study the war 
broke out, aud Miss Devendorf was 
forced to leave seven pieces of her 
work with her master aud hurriedly 
depart from the the conutry at one 
side as the Germans entered on the 
other. 

Dining Uie past year she has been 
taking postgraduate work under 
William W. Manatt at the Cali- 
fornia School of Arts aud Crafts. 

Speakiug of her work under 
Samuel aud Manatt, she said, 
" They were the best teachers 1 ever 
had. There was no trouble at all iu 
making ourselves understood. In 
fact, all that was necessary was to 
show me what to do and I did it." 
An exhibition of Mrss Devendorf s 
work was held at Cancel by-the Sea. 
In all, she has executed about, four- 
teeo pieces, besides a number of 
paintings. One of her unique can- 
vasses is au impressionistic land- 
scape done with a common penknife. 
Rei painting, she says, is merely a 
side line, which she does at odd 
moments as a relaxation from mo 
del ling, At present Miss Devendorf 
is modelling a number of busts from 
childieu in her neighboihood in 
Oakland. As soon as Ihe political 
situation in Europe becomes more 
tranquil, she inteuds to return to 
Brussels to finish her work under 
Samuel and to travel through all 
the great Kuropeau capitals. 
Through his hustling efforts her 
father built up the romantic little 
city of Carmel by the-Sea. — Cat. 
News.

In Europe it was long the custom 
^or boys to go in bands to the dif- 
ferent huseholds during New Year; 
refresBments were served in memory 
of "wassail." The wassail bowl 
was of massive dimensions, richly 
decorated, holding a beverage com- 
posed of ale, sugar, nut- meg, toast, 
and roasted crab-apples. One cere- 
monial was going iu procession to the 
orchard, selecting the finest fruit 
tree, sprinkling it from the wassail 
bowl, while the boys and girls danc-> 
ed around it, singing : 

" Stand fast root ; bear well top ; 

Pray God send us a howling crop ; 
Kvery twig, apples big, 
Every bow, apples e'now : 

Hats full, caps full, 

Full quarts, socks full." 

The loving cup has superceded 
the wassail bowl of the ancient 
time. One custom was to drink, to a 
lady fair, as many cups as there 
were letters in her name. In Wales 
fires are often burned on New Year's 
to purify the house for the entrance 
of the new year; the ashes are scared- 
ly kept for reputed medicinal value. 
To Scotland we go for "mummers 
or guisers," who play au important 
part. The boys of the town practice 
songs, aud on New Year's dress in 
their fathers' old shirts and mask; 
each boy is accompanied by another 
boy dressed as a girl, who goes be 
fore to open the door while her part- 
ner sings: 

" For the time will come when you'll all 
be dead, 
Then ye'll need neither ale nor bread. 
My feet's cauld, my shoon's thin, 
Gie's my cakes and let me in." 

After receiving a small sum of 
money, they mark the new year's 
number upon the door and hasten 
away to another house. 



Meaning ot Familiar Words. 

A man would be thought crazy if 
he signed his letter. 

"Yours without wax." 

That however, is what everybody 
does who signs his letters, " Yours 
sincerely." For " siueere" is a 
modernized version of "Sine cera" 
— without wax. 

In the days of ancient Rome, Ito- 
inan jurymen always brought in 
their verdict inscribed ou a wax ta 
ble except when the verdict was un- 
animous — then they were allowed 
to dispense with the formality of 
wax.

Led by four of the faculty — one 
being Robley Burns, coach of the 
victorious football team — pupils of 
the State School for the Deaf, at 
Jacksonville, steamed home for the 
Christmas vacation on the J22d, 
bringing wondrous tales of the high 
efficiency and ''go getter" spirit of 
the new superintendent, Col. O. M. 
Smith. 

Colonel Smith — gassed in France 
— is a typical military man. 
Instead of prefacing orders with 
" please," the Colonel issues crisp 
commands and expects implicit 
compliance. The changes he has 
already effected in the former setni- 
prisonlike equipment are astounding. 
The whitewashed walls have given 
place to kalsomine of a refined color 
scheme; the rude benches and desks 
that made the boys' building an 
institution, have been replaced with 
nice tables and chairs. The tumble- 
down lumps of whatizit that did 
apology for mattresses, went the way 
of all things earthly in favor 300 
real mattresses. Plentiful athletic 
equipment has been supplied. 
Right after Christmas the Colonel 
begins a cadet corps of fifty men — 
uniforms, rifles and full parapherna- 
lia already being on hand. 

The pupils seem contented with 
the •Superintendent, and he seems 
sincerely interested in them. Out 
of his own purse he bought 450 
handkerchiefs— one for each pupil — 
as a Christmas present. 

It seems we deaf did Governor 
Len Small an injustice in ascribing 
the sudden dismissal of the capable 
Superintendent White and the ap- 
pointment of Colonel Smith to 
" practical politics." From a reli- 
able source comes the information 
that the Governor has no intention 
of making our state educational 
institution the pawn of politicians : 
it seems that while Governor Smith 
recognized the undoubted ability of 
Superintendent White — an ex 
normal school executive — in educa- 
tional lines, he yet noticed that 
Superintendent White had no per 
sonal political pull with the legis- 
lature (which seems, to be needed 
in this state.) As a consequence, 
Superintendent White was unable to 
persuade the legislature and the 
"higher ups" to appropriate funds 
for actual NEEDS The school's 
welfare suffered accordingly. Col. 
Smith's crisp, military manner, and 
his " I know what I want and I de- 
mand it " manner, has already 
secured thousands of dollars worth 
of long-needed material. As an 
executive, or " Managing Officer," 
he seems about the best the Illinois 
Institution at Jacksonville has ever 
had, while as an educator he is not 
a tyro, having taught in a hearing 
school before sailing for Flanders 
The Herald and Examiner said : — 
"On a suggestion of the managing 
directors of the state institute 
Jacksonville for deaf, dumb and 
blind children, that many of those 
whose parents were unable to pay 
for their transportation home for the 
Christmas holidays would be unable 
to enjoy that privilege unless some- 
body came to their assistance, 
President Bierd of the Chicago and 
Alton Railroad has arranged to fur- 
nish those children free transporta- 
tion, Jacksonville to Chicago and 
return, so that they may spend 
their Christmas holidays at home." 
The C. and A. furnished free 
transportation to twenty-eight 
children, leaving Colonel Smith to 
determine which ones were most 
deserving thereof. Out of some 445 
pupils, all but about 50 went home 
for Christmas. 

Miss Grace Hasenstab brought 
with her, as guest of the Hasenstabs, 
a pretty 17- year-old orphan, Alice 
Eaton. The first vacation the young 
orphan ever experienced. 

Camp's type-lice produced a color- 
ed program of Christmas season 
activities at the school. This lists 
innumerable free movie shows of an 
educative value, displays of block 
printing in the art studio, Christmas 
views and cards in the library, 
calendar displays in the photographic 
studio, Christmas stories, legends; 
etc 

December 17th, Arthur L. Ro- 
berts delivered an admirable lecture

The decision was 
handed down in th<- United States 
Court of Appeals. S. Jauiu, head 
of the Jauin Company, Inc., claim- 
ed to have been the first person to 
build a flying craft that could alight 
and arise from the water. He won in 
the lower courts, but the higher 
courts reversed the decision."

During 
her stay here i-he ban made few ac 
quaintanoes among the deaf. This 
trait of heis was responsible for her 
encountering such an unpleasant 
experience. The dentist, sUe pa 
•tronized has alluring advertisements 
in the pa|yr, aud as^it is light in 
the heart of the city, Mrs Jones 
can not tie blamed for going there 
alone. In fact, she could not do 
otherwise, as she had made few 
friends among the deaf while resid- 
ing, here. If it whs iioi lor her 
courage and pugnacious ability 
things might have turned out for 
the Worse, Mrs. Jones was so iu- 
dtguant and fell so Insulted over 
her treatment. She Immediately 
sought out the aid of thai ' Gkxid 
Fellow" to Ihe deaf.

It was our sad duty to report the 
death of Miss Martha Ditchfield, 
which occurred at the home of one 
of her brothers, early hi the morning 
on the 20th inst., due to pneumonia 
and heart failure; and in her death 
not only the deaf, but a large num- 
ber of hearing people, lose a friend, 
and the Community In which she 
lived, a respected resideut, she 
having been known to almost every 
one, young or old, in the town where 
she had resided nearly all her life, 
Trevorton, a mining towu of some 
three thousand inhabitants, eight 
miles west from here. 

While she was not of the kind to 
make friends promiscuously being 
naturally of retiring^ disposition, she 
was ever true and faithful to those 
she made, and always maintained a 
private character above reproach. 

Her devotion to her aged parents, 
both of whom lived to be well over 
eighty years, was a byword among 
her neighbors, especially her mother, 
who for a year before her demise was 
practically helpless, aud The con- 
stant calls on Martha often brought 
her to the verge of nervous collapse 
herself, still no complaints. 

While she believed in being just 
before being generous aud very self- 
denying and economical herself, she 
was every ready to aid any charitable 
or otherwise worthy cause. 

The funeral was largely x attended 
by hearing people, aud of the six pall 
bearers three were deaf and former 
schoolmates of the deceased. They 
were Messrs, John White, George 
Harper and John Davis 

Mr. William Hummel, of Milton, 
attended the obsequies, and also Mr. 
Charles Artz, of Begins, who makes 
no secret of it that he was engaged 
to the decedent, the wedding hav- 
ing been set for some time in March 
next.

The bride, formerly Miss Clara 
Meseravich, a tall, stately brunette, 
flever attended a school for the deaf, 
but picked up a fair education in a 
hearing school, being able to hear to 
some extent and combined this abili- 
ty with lip reading. The bridal pair 
start on life's journey with every pro- 
t of success, both being young, vi- 
gorous aud intelligent. 

Mr. Lewis Larkiu, of Reading, 
Pa., after sojourning among us for 
about two weeks, vainly trying to 
find employment, has returned to his 
native city. Aud others who come 
this way for such a purpose will 
hardly meet with better success 
While the anthracite coal trade was 
least affected of all the industries 
during the alter war slump, and is 
still good, yet employment Is hard 
to obtain. "A man with a miner's 
certificate is certain of a job almost 
anywhere in the anthracite coal- 
fields, but to obtain such a certifi- 
cate he must first work at least two 
years along with an experienced 
miner; hence while real miners are 

generally in demand, other kinds of 
work around the mines is very 
scarce. We advise deaf men who 
1 at work to stay at home un- 
less they are certain of employment 
at the place they contemplate mov- 
ing to.
